Application of Tennessee Gas Pipeline (Tennessee) for a Certificate of Site and Facility to
congtruct install and operate 19.3 miles, of 20 inch replacement pipe commencing in Dracut,
Massachusetts and terminating in Londonderry, New Hampshire, and to construct, install and
operate delivery point facilities, including a meter station, to allow Tennessee to provide firm
gastrangportation service of up to 130,000 dekatherms per day of natural gasto a new
indugtrial end-use customer, AES Londonderry, LLC (AES).

The pipeline will extend from a proposed inter connection with the existing pipeline facilities of
the Tennessee Gas Pipelinein Dracut, M assachusetts, continuing parallel and adjacent to the
existing 12 inch Concord lateral and terminating in Londonderry, New Hampshire. The Towns
traver sed include Pelham Windham and Londonderry.

The Ste Evduation Committeg's Decision, dated December 28, 2000, with conditions
attached thereto is made a part of this Order and it is hereby:

ORDERED, That the Tennessee Gas Pipdine (Tennessee) Application for an Energy Facility
Cetificate to congtruct ingal and operate 19.3 miles, of 20 inch replacement pipe commencing in
Dracut, Massachusetts and terminating in Londonderry, New Hampshire; and to congtruct, ingall and
operate delivery point facilities, including a meter gation, to allow Tennessee to provide firm gas
trangportation service of up to 130,000 dekatherms per day of natura gasto anew industrid end-use
customer, AES Londonderry, LLC (AES) isgranted, and it is hereby:

FURTHER ORDERED, that the proposed Energy Facility is of sufficient character and
environmental impact to require a Certificate of Site and Facility, and it is hereby:

FURTHER ORDERED, that the requisite good cause exigts to permit issuance of this
Certificate of Energy Facility to permit congtruction of the proposed replacement 20" pipdine, and
abandonment of the 12 inch pipdine, and it is hereby:



FURTHER ORDERED, that a Certificate of Energy Facility be, and hereby is granted,
pursuant to RSA 162-H, to construct install and operate 19.3 miles, of 20 inch replacement pipe
commencing in Dracut, Massachusetts and terminating in Londonderry, New Hampshire; and to
congruct, ingdal and operate ddivery point facilities, including a meter station, to adlow Tennessee to
provide firm gas trangportation service of up to 130,000 dekatherms per day of natura gasto anew
industrid end-use customer, AES Londonderry, LLC, and it is hereby

FURTHER ORDERED, that the Stipulation entered into by the Applicant and Public
Counsd, (Attachment A) shdl be a part of this Order and the provisions of Attachment A shall be
regarded as terms and condition, and it is.

FURTHER ORDERED, that the document titled Fina Terms and Conditions submitted by
the Department of Environmenta Services (Attachment B) shdl be apart of this order and the
provisons of Attachment B shall be regarded asterms and condition, and it is

FURTHER ORDERED, the Public Utilities Commisson, Sefety Divison's terms and
conditions (Attachment C) shdl be a part of this Order and the provisions of Attachment C shal be
regarded as terms and condition, and it is.

FURTHER ORDERED, that the Appendix to the FERC Order (Attachment D) shdl be a
part of this Order and the provisions of Attachment D shall be regarded as terms and conditions, and it
is

FURTHER ORDERED, that the Committeg’s terms and conditions regarding orderly
development (Attachment E) shall be part of this Order; and it is.

FURTHER ORDERED, that dl licenses and/or permits issued by the New Hampshire
Department of Environmental Services, Water Divison, under RSA 482-A, RSA 485-A, RSA 483-
B, the Commissioner of the Department of Trangportation under RSA 231, the Office of State Planning,
and the Public Utilities Commission under RSA 371, are granted, with the conditions attached thereto
and pursuant to RSA-162-H:16 VIl and VIII. All gate and federa standards and requirements shall be
met by the Tennessee Gas Pipdine Company, as a condition of granting this Certificate of Ste and
Fadility; anditis

FURTHER ORDERED, pursuant to RSA 162-H:4 111, the Public Utilities Commisson is
authorized to monitor the safety and construction aspects of the pipdine, and the Department of
Environmenta Services is authorized to monitor and enforce environmental sandards including the
authority to gpprove minor changes.

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Appeals Process
Any person or party aggrieved by this decision or order may apped this decison or order to the New
Hampshire Supreme Court by complying with the following provisions of RSA 541:1

541:3 Motion for Rehearing. - Within 30 days after any order or decision has been made by the
commission, any party to the action or proceeding before the commission, or any person  directly

affected thereby, may apply for arehearing in respect to any matter determined in action or
proceeding, or covered or included in the order, specifying in the motion all grounds for
rehearing, and the commission may grant such rehearing if in its opinion good reason for the

rehearing is stated in the motion.

541:4 Specifications. - Such motion shdl st forth fully every ground upon which it is daimed thet the
decision or order complained of is unlawful or unreasonable. No apped from any order or decison of
the commission shdl be taken unless the appelant shall have made application for rehearing as herein
provided, and when such agpplication shall have been made, no ground not set forth therein shall be
urged, relied on, or given any consderation by the court, unless the court for good cause shown shall
alow the appelant to specify additiond grounds.

541:6 Appeal. — Within thirty days after the application for arehearing is denied, or, if the application
is granted, then within thirty days after the decision on such rehearing, the gpplicant may apped by
petition to the supreme court.
